Just how the Movement germinated thereafter is fairly well-known.The 
first Boys Scout Troop in India was Started in Bishop Cotton School in 
Bangalore in the year 1909 and thereafter Scouting spread all over the country 
and we have over 1 5 million membership in our great country. 


1909, also saw the creation of Girl Guides, as a result of a party of 
young girls smartly turned out in Scout hats and scarves and carrying ‘Poles- 
appearing at the Movement’s first big public demonstration of jts strength 
at Crystal Palace and saying to B.P. ‘Please Sir, we are the Wolf Patrol of 
the Girl Scouts and we want to do Scouting like the boys’. Thereafter the 
Girl Guide Movement came into existence and it has Spread all over the 


world. 


Now Scouting and Guiding is an Educational Movement and the largest 
uniformed Boy and Girl power in the world. We live in an era of challenge 
to Youth. We have to meet the challenge to youth by taking up responsi- 
bility of giving suitable programmes by adopting our unique method and 


device training content to the Adult Leaders to meet the growing demand 
of the youth. Our focus should be on effectiveness of the programme and 
training and its impact on the youth and the leaders. 


We in our country have evoloved the strategy of Scouting and Guiding 
for the 21st century and beyond and the need of the hour is effective leader- 


ship with dynamism and dedication.

versally accepted for centuries. The 
Same fact holds good even today, 


though the world has changed consi- 
derably, technologically and scienti- 
fically. In modern life, working women 
have managed beautifully, both work 
Outside and at home: But the working 
parents though they provide for all 
facilities for their children, they are not 
able to train their children fully in the 
spiritual and social fields, mainly for 
want of time.

This 
movement was soon followed by one 
for Girls namely Guiding. 


Scouting & Guiding aims not only 
at imbibing adventurous spirits in 
young children, but also aims. at 
character building at the highest level. 
This movement starts at the lowest 
Jevel for BULBULS (age group 6-8 
years) and ends at the highest of 
Rovers (age 16 years onwards) in edu- 
Cational institutions. Between these 
two levels there is the age group 8-16 
years the Scouts/Guides. Since the 
training starts at a very young age, it 


becomes all the more easier to mould 
the character and talents of the young 
children, Scouting/Guiding brinzs out 


the hidden talents of every individual 
and helps them to develop in their 
particular interest in life- This is done 
efficiently through the Badge System, 
where proficiency badges are awarded 
to the children after difficult tests and 
careful examination. This movement 
helps the children to overcome any 
kind of social embarassment awkward- 
ness or shyness and helps them to 
develop leadership qualities and learn 
to live in community thus, making 
them brave enough to face the 
challenges in life. 

Since the values like honestyé 
loyalty, patriotism, courage, faith and 
intezrity are blended into one’s chara. 


cter in hislher earliest years, they 
remain intact for life. This makes 
them the good citizens and leaders of 
tomorrow’s world. InScouting/ 
Guiding, the stress laid on duty is 
brought out in just two words ‘Good 
Turn’. The Scouts/Guides are taught to 
do at least one good turn per day, 
which eventually becomes a_ habitual 
procedure and thus stays with them till 
the end of their lives. These basic 
values of life in educational institu- 
tions. not only produce good 
individuals, but also a better and 
healthier world. 

Scouting/Guiding, produces good 
leaders nobel laureates, good musicians 
and good parents above all good 
citizens of a country, who undoubt- 
edly place faith in God, live with 


honour, integrity and brotherhood, 
These qualities will pass from 
generation to generation and even 
very few people of the world are as 
described above it is not enough. In 
today’s scientific world, where crime 
has reached its zenith, due to love of 
power and money, where science 1S 
being misused to the core, and where 
the millions of people who inhabit such 
a planet watch the happenings with 
utter helplessness, it is wonderful to 
have at least one fourth of the world’s 
population stick to their ideals, fight 
against injustice and try to establish 
peace which will give relief.

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SCOUTING AS A WOODCRAFT MOVEMENT 


J. I. MUTHAIH

What is Woodcraft ? 


Our B. P. gives us a very clear and comprehensive exposition of what 
woodcraft actually is in the Campfire yarns 14 and 15 in his famous and classi. 
cial book entitled “Scouting for Boys’*. Any more explanation would prove 
Superfluous. His short and pithy hintsissued to instructors deserve Special 
attention and faithful implementation. A typical woodciaft programme would 
Consist of such items as the following. 


(2) Observation :- Seeing things with purposeful and critical points of 
view. Identification of birds and trees in woods. 


(6) Deduction :- Putting this and that together and drawing a positive 
infe-ence, This is a concomitant trait of observation. Noticing the habits and 
habitats of the Wildlife. 


(c) Sta/king‘- Spotting a quarry without being spotted by it. Canine 
and feline tactics, 


(d) Tracking: Studying and Scrutinising foot prints. Spoors of wild 
animals and taking plaster casts. 


(©) Surveying :- Sketchinz the Field and Mapping. 


(f) Pioneering (practical) ;- Pitching bivources and building bridges 
Or tree-top she'ters. 


(8) Camping .- Living and working in the open. 


(h) Hiking:- A series of short or long wandering camps with a purpose. 

This lengthly and comprehensive list of woodcraft practices may perhaps 
give cause to some Scouters to get dispirited or flabbergasted, but what is aimed 
at is to give them an idea of what woodcraft means in all its ramifications and how 
a Scout Troop can carry ona typical out door programme based on the basi¢ 
Principles and methods of backwoodsmanship. 


BE ON GUARD : 
In these days when so much emphasis is beine placed on several forms of 
service for Scouts, such as the rural and community ameliorations, there is every 


likelihood of the Movement losing its traditional moorings and deviating from 
the aims and principles as were laid down by the Founder: He says “Scouting” 
is a school of citizenship through woodcraft”. It clearly means two things 
Citizenship is the aim of Scouting and woodcraft is employed to achieve it. It 
does logically follow that no Scout programme can be recognised as adequate 
and satisfying if it does not incorporate enough of woodcraft practices. So also 
it is true that no Scout Troop can be designated as such if it does not closely and 
loyally follow the cordinal principle of backwoodmanship as formulated by the 
Founder himself. 


KEEP UP THE BALANCE : 


So much emphasis has been laid on woodcraft that some Scouters may 
jump to the hasty conclusion that woodcraft is anything and everything in 
in Scouting and that service holding a dominant place in our present day 
programme is of verv little consequence. than this fallacy. Let us never forget 
that service is also absolutely necessary for an adequate training of boys in 
the ideas of good citizenship. It is an universally acknowledged fact that 
a good citizen is one who cherishes a strong affinity and active sympathy for his 
fellow citizen and is prepared to help and serve him in all possible ways. 
It is so vital a factor in Scouting that it has been integrated with the Promises 
of Cubs, Scouts, Rovers, Scouters and Commissioners. What is, therefore, 
advocated here is that very great care must be taken by us to run and keep up a 
well balanced programme of both the factors. The stress on one at the expense 
of the other would certainly defeat the very purpose for which the Movement 
has come into being.

What is Scouting ? 


Scouting and Guiding is a 
voluntary. non-political, educa- 
tional movement for young people 
cpen to all without distinction of 
origin» race or creed, in accord- 
ance with the purpose, principles 
and method conceived by the 
founder Baden Powell in 1907. 
The purpose of the movement is to 
contribute to the development of 
young people in achieving their 
full physical, intellectual, social 
and spiritual potentials and indi- 
viduals, as responsible citizens 
and as members of the local, 
national and international com- 
munities. 


We have progressive and sti- 
mulating programmes of various 
activitives based on the interests 
of the participants including 
games, useful skills and services 
to the community taking place 
largely in an outdoor setting in 
contact with nature. 


Scouting is much more than 
merely hiking» camping and cut- 
door activities. Scouting is learn- 
ing to grow into responsible man- 
hood, learning to be of service to 
others.

In its totality, Scouting is to 
make our race a nation of energe- 
tic, capable workers and good 
citizens: 

Scouting isa game and like 
all other games, it has rules which 
we must follow to be members of 
the team. 


The rules of Scouting are co- 
tained in the Scout Promise and 
the Scout Law, The Scout Pro- 
mise and the Scout Law are the 
guide to citizenship. ‘They tell us 
what is expected of a Scout and 
point out our duties. The Scout 
motto is ‘ Be prepared’. Be pres 
pared for what? Be prepared to 
take care of ourselves and be pre- 
pared to help others in need. 


Many people think that scout- 
ing is just child’s play. It may 
appear just that to the child. But 
it is something far more serious to 
the adult who has to handle it, 
who has to deal with it, to realise 
fully what really lies behind this 
so called child’s play, to grasp its 
essences to make the whole of 
Scouting an instrument to work 
for the welfare of the child. 


Let me quote here what Baden 
Powell himself said about Scout- 
ing his ‘Outlook’ in July 1920, 


‘Scouting is not a thing that 
can be taught by wording it in 
public speeches, nor by defining 
it in print- Its successful appli- 
cation depends entirely on the 
grasp of the scout spirit by both 
trainer and trainee. What this 
Spirit iscan only be understood 
by outsiders when they say it 
ruling, as it already does to a vast 
extent, the thoughts and the 
actions of each member of our 
brotherhood. 

Thus, every Scout-masters and 
ever yCommissioner will be an apo- 
stle to them, not merely through 
what he says, but what he imparts 
by impression and through what 
he does himself in his own per- 
sonality. 


For this, he must, asa first 
step, be imbued with areal under- 
standing knowledge of the Scout 
ideals; the methods we use to gain 
them and the reasons that under- 
lines them. 

That the need is urgent of a 
great social rise out of the present 
slough of squalor. 


That the State Education 


system has its limitations for deve- 
loping the character, the health, 


the technical! skill and the commu- 
nical christianity that are nices-— 
sary. 

That Scouting can help by 
attracting boy or girl, or by 
helping him or her to acquire these 
qualities. 

That this cannot be done by 
the imposition of artificial instruc: 
tion from without, but by the 
encouragement of the natural im- 
pulses from within ; 


That this is imparted by per- 
sonal leadership and example on 
the part of the Scout-master him- 
self and not by his mere instruc- 
tion. 

That the intelligent applica 
tion of nature lore and woodcraft 
largely supplies the means and the 
incentive, while the Promise and 
tha Scout Law give the direction. 


That the growth of the move- 
ment both at home and in every 
civilised foreign counrry is pheno- 
menal, not merely for its numbers 
but because it is entircly natural 
from within and has not been arti- 
ficially forced from without. 


That it is a brotherhood—a 
scheme which, in practice, dis- 
regards differences of class and 
colour, through the undefinable 
spirit that pervades it. —the spirit 
of God’s Gentleman.

The Left-hand shake is also practiced, 
Why ? 


Lord Rowllan, London, narrates : 


A young West African named 
Djabonar wanted to become Assis- 
tant Organising Commissioner for 
the Gold-coast. He attended the 
Wood Badge Training in 1946 at 
Gilwell Park. The Camp Chief 
was talking about left hand shake. 
Then Djbonar narrated that at the 
fall of the Kumsai, the capital 
city of Prempeh his grand-father 
who was one of the Chiefs met 
Baden Powell and held out his 
left-handwhile Baden Powell held 
out his right. Then the Chief said 
"No, in my country the bravest 
of the braves shakes with the 
left-hand.” 


When Lord Rowllan was in 
West Africa in February/March 
1947, he met Premph-II, who was 
1 Scout and Honorary Commissio- 
ier and asked about the left-hand 


The hand shake ig the sign and courtesy of 
friendship and affection. 
person we shake-hand with him/her. When we 
receive a person we extend hospitality and shake- 
hand. While doing so we extend our right hand. 


Whenever we meet a 


Shake. Premph-II said it was a 
secret sign of a kind of order of 
chivalry between the Asantehene 
and his bravest and most disting- 
uished generals. 


Young yourubas in Western 
Nigeria use left hand for hand 
shake known as OWOR OGUN, 
the term used for good warriors 
and hunters. At IFE the left 
hand shake is done between the 
ONI the paramount Chief and his 
snb-chiefs. 

There are other instances 
among the indigenous tribes of 
West Africa, it is everywhere the 
sign of honour, a fact which has 
come to light many years after 


the first hand shake and after a 


war in which Scouts everywhere 
have shown themselves among the 
‘the bravest of the brave’ worthy 
to take their places among men of 
honour from every land,
